1.  This  tour  was  initiated  by  Bonnie  C-ebhardt  of  Calgary. 
Lhe  made  the  initial  suggestion  in  a  letter  of  29  Jan  7&« 
\   e  deferred  any  committment  until  the  Fall.   However- the 
proposal  was  kept  alive,  and  in- a  letter  dated -17  July  7# 
we  requested  your  comments  on  the  idea.  Your  reply  of  15th 
August  noted  that  he  was  not  an  authorized  speaker,  but 
that  CHQ  approved  our  use  of  him  as  an  'unofficial' 
for  meetings  here  and  in  Calgary.

2.  My  abrence  during  the  month  of  august  left  things  in 
abeyance  till  my  return  Sep.  3th.   In  the  meantime  a  i.inute 
in  our  Daybook, dated  (r  Sep,  by  John  Gregory,  noted  that  Bonnie 
Gebhardt  had-  adivsed  us  that  John  Taube  could  «not  come,  i-fter 
picking  up  the  pieces  of  urgent  business  after  my  absence,  i 
passed  on  your  concurrence  for  the  tour,  and  ours,  to  Calgary 
by  phone.  This  left  the  project  open  for  further  negotiation 
by  Calgary.   Eventually  Bonnie  advised  us  by  letter  dated 
Oct.  7th  that  Taube  would  be  available  betv.'een  25th  Oct.  and 
15th  Nov.   That  left  us  with  about  two  weeks  to  set  up  a  tour. 
'.  P  found  ourselves  short  of  money,  manpower  a-d  time.  Dates 
for  Edmonton  activities  were  still  in  abeyance,  subject  to 
Calgary's  developing  arrangements.  A  mail  :;trike  at  this 
time  didn't  help.

Bonnie  Gebhardt 
elected  not  to  come.

This  appointment  had  not  been  confirmed  by  my- 
self and  was  consequently  defaulted.   However, 
Dr.  Ziel  agreed  to  have  a  speaker  early  in  the 
New  Year, 

Organization  Meeting  in  Council  Chamber  of  Student 
Union  Bldg.  This  had  been  advertised  in  two 
issues  of  the  student  paper  'Gate-way1  ,  for  $60.00 
and  by  phone  canvass  to  our  X-card  list.  Res- 
ponse was  minimal.   3  students  and  one  non- stu- 
dent attended.   I  filled  in  some  time  at  the 
beginning  with  a  blackboard  presentation  of 
the  requirements  for  a  registered  student  club 
and  the  structure  of  a  Technocracy  group. 
John  Taube  followed  with  a  brief  talk  on  Techno- 
cracy. When  it  became  apparent  that  there  was 
no  one  to  act  as  a  prime  mover  in  establishing 
a  club,  the  organizational  effort  was  abandoned 
and  the  meeting  adjourned.  One  X-card  was  signed. 
4  triplets  of  Briefs  were  taken. 

TV  interview  on  Capital  Cable  at  10  am.  This 
was  a  10  minute  item  for  airing  on  a  program 
called  "Coffee  Break".  The  interviewer  let 
John  Taube  do  most  of  the  talking  without  inter- 
ference.  The  interview  v/as  scheduled  for  airing 
on  Dec.  12th  on  both  the  morning  show  and  the 
evening  re-run.   However  it  was  not  seen  by  any 
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of  our  members  or  contacts,  so  perhaps  it  was 
not  used.  We  have  not  followed  up  on  it, 

John  Taube  proceeded  to  Calgary  at  noon,  by 

his  car.  Alphi  Green  took  the  air  route  back  to 

Vancouver,  also  at  noon. 

7.  We  can  make  some  observations  resulting  from  this  tour. 
Obviously  we  did  not  have  time  to  make  proper  arrangements,  nor 
did  we  have  the  money  and  the  manpower  to  support  it,  nor  a 
public  to  call  upon.   Our  present  state  of  organization  here 
is  too  elementary  to  properly  support  a  tour  with  public  meet- 
ings 


We  feel  that  we  should  exploit  our  own  resources  and 


opportunities  as  they  turn  up,  much  as  Bonnie  Gebhardt  has 
suggested. 

6.   In  respect  to  the  speaker,  we  agree  with  Gebhardt  that  he 
does  not,  at  this  time,  measure  up  to  official  or  continental 
calibre.   His  mastery  of  English  is  faulty.  For  instance,  the 
common  word  'fraught1  was  repeatedly  rendered  'frotht'  or 
'throt' ,  even  when  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  spelling  of  the 
word  included  an  fht!,  not  a  'th' „  Additionally,  his  personal 
presentability  seemed  marginal,  at  times.   He  does  make  his 
presentation  with  a  fairly  positive  vigor,  and  he  does  evoke 
a  sort  of  'blue  collar'  response.  My  opinion  is  that,  in  his 
present  stage  of  development,  he  does  not  yet  merit  official 
or  continental  status. 

9.   Jim  Davidson  is  loud  in  his  praise  of  Taube.   They  are  in 
the  same  'league'  perhaps.   In  a  recent  letter,  dated  7th  Jan. 
79,  Jim  v.rites:   "You  will  have  read  about  the  Taube  tour  here 
in  V/innipeg.  John  did  a  good  job  and  is  a  tireless  promoter 
for  T  chnocracy.  He  phoned  me  just  after  Christmas  and  asked  me 
to  tell  you  that  he  is  hoping  to  visit  us  again  in  the  Spring 
and  expects  to  make  a  repeat  preformance  in  all  of  his  first 
stops  and  I  think  he  wants  you  and  Bonnie  to  prepare  some 
speaking  engagements  and  appearances  for  him.   He  will  no 
doubt  let  us  all  know  in  due  time  if  and  when  he  expects  to 
be  revisiting  in  Western  Canada."   I  would  suggest  you  handle 
Taube' s  volunteer  efforts  with  caution,  and  be  sure  to  leave 
us  with  local  'options'.

Wo  are  proposing  to  integrate  the  John  Taub  meeting  with  an  organization 
meeting,  plus,  perhaps  one  organization  meeting  before  and  one  after  (if 
permitted),  W  e  have  been  given  written  permission  to  schedule  3  such 
meetings  through  the  scheduling  office, 

3,  '<Ve  have  collected  something  like  100  Expression  of  Interest  cards 

over  the  last  1-^  years,   to   support  our  claim  of  student  and  faculty  interest, 
Many  of  these  will  be  contacted  by  phone  or  mail  prior  to  the  meeting(s), 

4,  The  By-law  and  regulations  for  Student  Clubs  and  Societies  are  con- 
tained in  two  3inall  booklets,     A  copy  of  each  is  provided  to  you  herewith, 
plus  the  application  form  for  registration,     You  will  see  that  there  is  a 
standard  and  formalized  procedure  for  such  activities,     Since  all  the 
various  student  bodies  in  Alberta  and  across  Canada  are  hooked  up  together 
I  expect  similar  procedures  are  in  effect  everywhere^  to  some  degree,  at 
least.       You  may  wish  to  consider  parallel  action  to  our3  in  respect  to 
the  U,  of  Calgary.     We  do  not  necessarily  expect   success,  but  at  least  we 
will  have  tried  this  Fall,   and  if  necessary,   will  try  a^'ain  next  year. 

To  he  quite  candid,   I  aw  not  convinced  that  a  Technocracy  Club  will  be 
worth  the  effort  to  create  it  (constitution,  and  all)   and  sustain  it  from 
one  year  to  the  next,  and  to  keep  it  on  track  from  the  outside.
